Take  four  sticks  about  three  feet  long 
each  and  two  strips  of  muslin  about 
five  feet  long-  Fasten  the  muslin 
around  the  ends  if  the  sticks  so  that 
when  the  whole  structure  is  extended, 
as  shown  in  the  illustration,  the  mus- 
lin bands  will  form  rectangular  cells 
with  an  open  space  between  them. 
Insert  brace  bands  diagonally  through 
the  wedges  of  the  cells,  in  the  center, 
and  fasten  the  ends  of  the  braces  to 
loops  extending  from  the  corners  of 
the  cells.
